Senator Bradley on Saturday ap- 
pointed W. T. Radford, of this city, 
principal, and f.

"Since I came into office I have 
nominated four candidates for mid- 
shipman ^t Annapolis.

Although I have 
been in office more than four years I 
have nararaaeeaeded in making a 
suceaaafal a^polnrwant to Aomvo- 
lia. 

"The examioaUcn is very aevere 
and technical and han not baen pass- 
ed, with but very few exceptions, 
unless the candidate had attended a 
navsl school for twelve months at 
least. The rext exaniination will 
take place June 6. and in the event 
of failora of tha eaadidata to pass 
the right to appoint will lapEe and 
Kentucky wili lose the place. 

"In view of tha peculiar conditions 
existing I thought the only wice and 
safd coarse to pursue would be tn 
appoiol K ntucky district applicants 
who have successfully passed the ex- 
aminations as alternates, but could 
not be appointed because their prin- 
c paU passed also. I have therefore 
appointed William Tandy Radford, 
of Hopkinsville, as principal, and 
Thouias Field Harria, of Varaailles. 
as first alternate." 

The examination will be held June 
5. Toung Radford is a Democrat 
and is a son of Circuit C erk Walter 
A. Kadford and entered the West 
Point Military School laat fall, but 
tailed in January by a narrow ma- 
gin in Eogliah. Since that time lit 
has bean under special instructiun 
and hoped to be reappointed, but 
Sei)|||Manidley tendered the ar- 
poiJHIwta the naval academ.s, 
which he witt aecept. Hia f rienuti I 
feel sure that he will pana all exam 
nations. His alternate has already 
passed tlia mental exaalMtion, as 
autad bf Senator Bradlaj.

BUOYS UQ HTED BY WIRELESS 

Oerman inventor Declare* That Cur- 
rents Property Attended Will 
Turn en the Ufht 

A German inrentor, Orimmetsen, 
claims to have found a method for 
using wireless waves in the best man- 
ner for lighting up distant lamps, 
either electric or gas lamps, by the 
use of an accurately tuned wireless 
receiver at each lamp so that it is 
sensitive to only one watra pitdi and 
no others. 

The wireleea waves act upoi} a re- 
ceiver combined with a local relay 
for working an eIectroma<?i»etic 
Bwitcli so as to turn on the current 
or gaa aa the case may be. 

Thia idea ia in itself not a new 
one, as we are already familiar with 
wireless distant control device<i, but 
the originality Uea m the close tun- 
ing of the receivers so that only a 
given wave frequency will ♦ork 
them. The device will thus be a val- 
uable one for seacoast li^ts, and 
especially for light buoys. 

Before tl^ sea caUea were run 
from tho buoys to shore so as to 
stand the severe strain of the waves, 
on th? new plan a battery can be 
used in the buoy, and the current be 
turned on by wireless.

Pour tlio 
b(>aten egga Into a basin with the 
nillk, stand the baatn In a larger one 
contalnlDf hot water, put this arrange- 
ment In the oven and bake until the 
contents of the small baaln are Arm. 
Take oat mt pat the iStstaro in the 
amall baafa away to oooL When set 
out Into small plecos. pour over them 
one quart of consommo and serve. 

C'htckfin Consommo.— Remove the 
fillet from a chicken and put the car- 
cass with three pounds of fillet of veal 
Inta a stoek pot, with two and one-half 
quarts of soo^ atoe^; aaaaea with one- 
fourth of ia ooaoa of salt aid place 
the pot Off th« flro to bofl. Add an 
onion stuck with two cloves, a small 
head of celery and two leeks. Contin- 
ue to skim well aa the pot stmmera 
on the side of the fire for about three 
hoass. Then strata the hroth and clar- 
ify with the fillet of chicken previous- 
ly removed. Strain ones more through 
a cloth into a basin. Thia oonsoaune 
should be rolorle«s. 

Coiisonimc with rico and cream — Re- 
meve the fat from two quarts of con- 
somme, put In a stew pan and when 
at tl\e point of boiling add four table- 
spoonfuls of groond rloe prsvtoosly 
moistened with a little stock.

Grass Stains— Saturate the spot 
thoroughly with kerosene, then put 
In the washtub. 

Iodine Stains— Wash with alcohol, 
then rinse in soapy water. 

Mot Tea and Coffee Stains— Soak the 
stained fabric in cold water, wring, 
spread out and pour a few drops of 
glycerine on oaeh spot. Let It stand 
several hours, than wash with cold 
water and soap. 

Iron Ilu8t - Soak the stain thorough- 
ly with lemon Juice, sprinkle with salt 
and blaaeh tar aavaral hoara ia tha 
son. 

Orsase Spota— Hot water aad aoap 
generally remove thaaa. If llsad by 
long standing, use ether, ehlorofUn or 

naptha. All three of theae must be 
used away from either fire or arti- 
ncial light. 

Pitch, Wheel Grease. Tar Stains — 
soften the stains with lard, then soak 
In turpentine. Scrape off oarafuUy 
with a kalfa all the looaa sorfaea dirt; 
sponga olesa wtthtorpsBtlaa ant rah 
genUy till dry. 

Mildew — Soak in a weak solution of 
chloride of lime for several hours. 
Rinse in cold water. 

Sewing Machine Oil Stains— Rub 
with lard. Let stand for several hoars, 
then waah with cold water aad soap. 

Seoreh Stalaa— Wat the aeorehed 
place, rub with soap and and bleaeh In 
the sun. 

Fruit SUins— Stretch the fabric 
containing the stain over the mouth 
of a basin and pour boiling water 
on the stain. In cold weather fruit 
spots can frequently be removed by 
hanging the stained garments out-of- 
doors over night. If the stain has 
been fixed by time, soak the article In 
a weak solution of oxalic acid or hold 
the spot over the fumes of sulphur.

Electrical DdoitkNis.

Cold Slaw. 
One might easily Infer that cold slaw 
Is simply made as hot slaw, and served 
cold, but here la the exact recipe:

When frying baoon, put the allced 
meat Into a oolaader or sieve and pour 
boiling water over It Let It atand In 
the water Just a few aae<mda, then 
pour cold water through It to regain 
Its crispnoss, siiys a contributor to 
Cood H(;u»ikffpinc Ab.^orb the wa- 
it r with a cloth and fry in u smoking 
hot pan. The scalding removes the 
superfluoua aalt which la usually left 
in the bacon. The fat that la friend 
out la Ihe cooking is better than lard 
for fMng. As it has no burned aalt 
In It, H la almoat as white aa lard.
